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Nicoll Pledges 
Fair, Impartial 


Administration 

Police Chief David L. Nicoll 
has pledged a ‘fair and impartial” 
administration of the duties to 
which he was named this month 
and expressed the hope that And- 
over’s low crime rate, as achieved 
by his predecessor, the late Chief 
George A. Dane, will continue. 

Number one concern of the bril- 
liant law enforcement officer will 
be the well being of the young folk 
in the town, for whom he will bend 
every effort in endeavors to keep 
them in well regulated lives. 

Chief Nicoll told The Townsman 
that he will attempt to get new 
equipment for the department, 
which will prove a saving to the 
town as well as providing better 
safety measures. He said that he 
would like to acquire a three- 
whee] motorcycle to be used for 
general utility purposes as well as 
in the parking meter details. He 
said that there are three motor- 
cycles now in the department, one 
of them 25 years old and none of 
them used for the past two years, 
which he would like to replace with 
one modern three-wheeler. Another 
item which he would like to ac- 
quire is a paint sprayer for street 
be operated by the pres- 


ent personnel, He said the marking

© and costly and inadequate. He said 


that police cruisers should be re- 


placed each year because they al- 
| low for better service and such 


policy is sound economically in 
that they depreciate drastically 


| after the first year. 


Traffic lights in Andover Square 
and in Shawsheen Square are two 
improvements which the newly ap- 
pointed chief would like to see in- 
stalled, He said that such installa- 
tion would allow the officers on 
duty at these intersections to give 
increased services. At the present 
time, he said, the heavy flow of 
traffic at these places requires the 
personal attention of the officers 
assigned at all times, and when 
they are called away in times of 
emergencies the intersections are 
left without any traffic regulation.

The “boots,” made of a 
chlorosulfonated polyethylene, 
which is oil derived, remained ser- 
viceable in tests for 72,000 miles 
at average driving speeds. Oil 1s 
used in many different ways to 
keep America’s automobiles and 
other vehicles running smoothly 
and efficiently.
